Attorney Lloyd Scriven, counsel 
for Zigler, in which he asked per- 
mission of the court to allow Zig- 
ler to change his testimony given 
yesterday morning in the state's 
case against Betty Lance, 19, when 
Zigler denied spending a night in 
a LaSalle hotel with the girl. 


On the stand, Zigler, admitted 


he had not testified truthfully yes- 
terday morning, admitted the trip 
to LaSalle, and excused himself 
by saving he "didn't want to hurt 
the girl's name". He said he was 
"not in habit of telling such 
things". Divorced, he told the 
court, he was the father of two 
children. Zigler, who stoutly de- 
nied that he had gone to La- 
Salle with the girl during his tes- 
timony yesterday morning, also

Washington, April 13—(AP)— 


Angry house Democrats hit the 
warpath today for the scalps of 
officials at the party's national 
headquarters responsible for re- 
cent mistakes which have riled 
legislative tempers. 


One lawmaker, Rep. Cox of 


Georgia, even went so far as to 
say the expedition may culminate 
m an effort to oust National 
Chariman Robert E. Hannegan 
himself. 


Most of the law-makers express- 


ed doubt, however, that such dras- 
tic action would be taken. They 
predicted, instead, that Hannegan 
would merely be called on the 
carpet, although some of his aides 
would get the axe. 


Cox told a reporter the whole

OPA says it has granted price 


increases to most manufacturers 
who have asked for them, is read} 
to grant more if necessary, but 
that price adjustments won't help 
very much.
